According to Edward Del 
Biaggio, executive director of the 
foundation, Taco Bell was on the 
agenda just to hear from Taco Bel) 
representatives. “There was a gen- 
eral consensus that we weren't ¢o 
ing to discuss it. The letter tis be 
come, as one would suspect, a very 
sensitive issue that they didn’t want 
to get into,” Del Biaggio said 

Executive Vice President of As- 
sociated Students Norcen Humes, 
who has a seat on the foundauion 
board, was planaing on presenting 
the history of the letter, to clear up 
what she thought were some mis- 
conceptions. 

But according to Humes, Eliza- 
beth Moulds, assistant to university 
President Donald Gerth and foun- 
dation board member, spoke out 
before she had a chance to present 
ber thoughts on the letter.
